Dear Friend: 


A recent meeting of city officials, housing experts, and representae 
tives of the Clinton Hill Neighborhood Council explored the possi- 
bility of a Newark Middle Income Cooperative Housing Program, A 
tentative site was chosen in another part of the city and a contin- 
uations committee was formed, including a CHNC representative, to 
work out further details. 


While CHNC supports any effort in the direction of Co-op housing 
for Newark, we feel that Clinton Hill is uniquely suited for this 
type of development. The presence of a strong community organizae 
tion aiming to stabilize the neighborhood on an integrated and deme 
ocratic basis argues well for initiating such a program here. 


Cooperative housing is designed to enable apartment dwellers to own 
their own apartments, thereby encouraging a long-term investment in 
continued community residence by families and individuals in the 
$4,000 - $8,000 per year income range. Since this is the group for 
which no new housing is available in Newark, many of them have been 
forced to move out of the city. Clinton Hill has been particularly 
affected by this housing shortage. Many of our most active citizens 
have reluctantly left the neighborhood in order to improve their 
housing accomodations. 


Briefly stated, Co-op housing operates on the principle of the pure 
chase of apartments on a risk free basis by residents, Monthly 
maintenance charges (rent) would probably range from $23 =- $30 per 
room per month, 


Federal, state and municipal help is available to organizations who 
wish to start Co-op housing programs. But the initiative must come 
from private sources. This means us} Many in Clinton Hill have 
long sought a way to preserve the stable, congenial and forwarde 
looking character of the community. Cooperative housing programs 
are not easy to get. “But this may be the kind of program which we 
need, 


On Thursday, February 23rd, at 8 PM, you are invited to attend a 
special meeting to consider the formation of a middle income housing 
corporation in Clinton Hill. A fact-finding committee has taken pree 
liminary steps to gather pertinent information, They will report 
their findings at the meeting.
